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In Hungary in addition to the intensive movement noted at the end of Hay 
on the occasion of a ray maneuvers an unconfirmed report indicates in 
recent weeks that Soviet troops have replaced Hungarian troops in the

The Greek Guerrilla training center formerly located in SSklos s Hungary has 
been moved to Pecs® In the Szeged and Papa Zones of Hungary* Yugoslav

Only one minor incident has been reported on the Yugoslav-Bulgarian border® 

Current strengthening of strategic railroad lines and enlargement of stations 
is reported in Hungary along the Soviet frontier® The construction of Soviet 
wide gauge track and loading platforms are also reported along the Hungarian* 
Soviet frontier® The enlargement and asphalting of roads is reported in the 
Banat area® 

There is continued activity of strengthening airfields in Hungary and 
Rumania consisting of construction of cement nnxrays and large hangars® 

Reportedly 81 Soviet Tank Division recently arrived in Hungary® The 
Division is allegedly stationed in the Tapolca Zone (northwest of take Balaton) 
It is estimated that there are four Soviet divisions including one tank 
division in Hungary in addition to 81 Division® 

There are continued arrivals of war materials in Hungary and Bulgaria® It 
is not dear if materials are destined exclusively for the strengthening of 
the Hungarian and Bulgarian Armies or as a at^re or sto ck pile for future war
